SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Friday, 09/03/2014, my partners (Officers Cox #133 and Nam #131) and | 
(Officer Trujillo #136) were assigned to the Bicycle Patrol Team as B-6. We 
were working as contracted, uniformed security officers for the Hollywood 
Business Improvement District (H.B.I.D.) / Andrews International, 6801 
Hollywood Boulevard, Hollywood, CA. 90028 (323) 465-0122. 


INVESTIGATION: 


On the above date, at approximately 1350 hours, my partners (Officers Cox 
#133 and Nam #131) and | (Officer Trujillo #136) were pedaling our bikes west 
bound on 

Yucca Street at Cherokee Avenue. As we neared the middle of the street in the 
intersection, | saw a Male, Hispanic, Adult (later identified as Guerrero, Miguel 
DOB: 12/10/1994) that was facing in a southeasterly direction, as we pedaled 
past him; he had his head down with both hands near his groin. | saw his limp 
penis and observed him urinate; a long stream of urine flowed onto the side of 
the tree trunk. 


We contacted Guerrero and informed him the reason for our contact and he 
made the spontaneous unsolicited statement of “I had to take a leak man; and | 
tried to ask around, but no one knew where to go.” The fact that Guerrero was 
urinating on a tree in full public view of passing vehicles and pedestrians, we 
told him that he was under “private persons” arrest for the violation. 
Furthermore, | told him that there was a public bathroom a half block away and 
he responded, “Man are you serious.”

ARREST: 


| advised Guerrero that we were placing him under “Private Person’s Arrest”, 
per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest / see 
attached form) for 41.47.2 Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Urinating in Public). 
Guerrero was handcuffed (adjusted /double locked for safety and comfort) 
without incident. 


We immediately contacted L.A.P.D. Officers Arguelles and Estes (6F23), via 
telephone and asked if they would sign off our citation, which they agreed. 


CITE and RELEASE: 

LAPD, Hollywood Patrol Officer Estes attempted to confirm Guerrero’s 
identification, via C.L.E.T.S. (California Law Enforcement Telecommunication). 
But due to their mobile communications ability to run a records check was 
nonfunctional. Guerrero’s identity was unable to be confirmed at the time. 
**Due to their Mobile Communications system (Computer / 
Dispatcher’s computer) being down and unable to identify Guerrero. 
Officers Estes and Arguelles released Guerrero in the interest of 
justice.

Guerrero has no prior contact / arrest with B.|.D. Officers.
